The commissioner of natural resources, or the director of the division of
enforcement and field service, may not order, mandate, require, or in any manner
suggest, directly or indirectly, to a conservation officer that the conservation
officer issue a certain number of game and fish law violations on a daily,
weekly, monthly, quarterly, or yearly quota basis, except that the commissioner
or director may utilize a conservation officer's total enforcement activity, in
comparison to the total enforcement activity of all conservation officers, in
the evaluation of an officer's performance.
